Desperate Attempt 
to Escape at 
Piiuville. 

FAIL AFTER CAUSING PANIC 



FIRES. 



Two In Town, and One Just 
Ourslde of the City 
Limits. 



A desperate attempt was made by 
fifteen negroes, confined on the lower 
floor in the county jail, Inst night to 
gaio their liberty by setting fire to 
the jail, and only the prompt action 
on the part of Jailer, Nufus Wilson 
and hin deputy, Pan Hoskins, frus- 
trated the attempted jail delivery. 

The negroes set fire to a mattress 
in which they had stored a quantity 
of tobacco, and succeeded in pushing 
it through the feed hole In the door 
onto the floor of the corridor. 

The stairway to the upper floor of 
the jail goen up from the corridor and 
the dense smoke nearly all went up- 
stairs, almost suffocating the priso- 
ners confined on the second floor ind 
creating a panic among them. 

The jailers residence is not in the 
jail property, and the fire had burned 
some little time before the negroes 
gave the alarm. They yelled vocifer 
ously but the jail officials soon saw 
what was up and used theirefforts in 
relieving and quieting ihe prisoners 
up:tairs 

Seveial desperate prisoners are 
the jail, among the number being the 
negro James White, who is under 
sentence of death for rape, and 
Thomas Jaggers, under lite sentence 
for murder. Several of the other ne- 
groes are under penitentiary sen- 
tences ranging from two to five 
years. There are at prestnt forty- 
five prisoners in -the jail, seventeen of 
whom wire convicud and given

The floor was burned through and 
one joice considerably burned when 
discovered, and the fire had beg un 
to blaze freely. Five minutes later 
discovering the fire would perhaps 
have been to late to save the build- 
ing, but fortunattly it was checked 
with but very If t tie damage.

Three of the important bills pend 
ing before the Kentucky General As- 
sembly are known as Senate Bill No 
68, House Bill No. 45 and Senate 
Bill No. 23. The first two are iden- 
tical and were introduced concur- 
rently. They allow Kentucky lite 
insurance companies to acquire stock 
in other life companies. Their pur- 
pose is to enable domestic companies 
without discrimination between 
them, to get control by this method 
of the income and assets of compan- 
ies domiciled outside ot Kentucky 
and hring them into this State. 

Fnder the law as it is now, life 
companies are authorized to "rein, 
sure" other like companies by con- 
tract; that is, to assume their 
obligations and take over their in- 
comes, assets and insurance in force, 
so that the bills (Senate No. G8 and 
House No. 43) merely provides 
another method ol doing what the 
statute now permits by its reinsur- 
: provisions. There is, therefore, 
no question of increase of power to 
life companies raised by the proposed 
legislation. All that is asked is a 
law providing an alternative method 
that will facilitate the doing of what 
the present law allow*. 

The purchased company would go 
on just as before, under its own 
charter, to cairy out its own policy 
contracts. The only change will be 
one of the location of its income and 
ts. These will be brought into 
Kentucky. 

There is in the South and West a 
large n umbel of small life insurance 
companies whose ussets and incomes, 
taken sepcrately, are comparatively 
small, but, taken collectively, are 
icnse. Many of these companies 
could be secured by the purchase of 
their stock. Their combined assets 



d South, where money is 
needed, the rate is high. 

There are many public works to be 
undertaken or completed in Ken- 
tucky that require large expendi- 
tures. There are roads to be con- 
sttucted, school buildings to be 
erected, other public structures to be 
provided. To raise the money need- 
ed, bonds will have to be issued. 
The more money, there is in the State, 
the lower will lie the interest rate 
on these bonds, and the greater the 
saving to the people in taxes. Such 
bonds are the prefered form of in- 
vestment by lifeinsurancecompanies 
and the greater the income and the 
assets of Kentucky life companies, 
the hotter it will \k for the tax-pay- 
ers of this State. 

Moreover, they will benefit as tax 
payers in another way. All the in- 
vest ments made by the Kentucky 
life companies, all I keif incomes and 
assets, will be subject to taxation in j 
Kentucky, and as the volume of 
♦nxable property in the State grows, I 
the tax rate ought to diminish and | 
the amount of each individual's 
bills be reduced. The bills rcfei 
to, by permitting our home com i 
pani s to acquire control ol" the in 
come and assets of foreign companies 
by purchase of their stock, will prove 
a factor making for lower taxes and 
increased revenue. 

Manifestly the upbuilding of great ^'^"j 
life insurance companies in Kentucky | J ti 
shouid be lostered. To this end. 
those now here should be allowed to 
consolidate, if they so desire, without 
harsh and unnecessary restrictions, 
and all Kentucky companies should 
be given every encouragement and 
inducement to acquire and bring into 
our Stale the vast assets and in- 
comes of other companies. 

All that has been said in favor of 
Senate Bill No. 68 and House Bill 
45, may be repeated in opposition to 
Senate Bill No. 23, the object of 
which is i o prohibit the consolidation 
of Kentucky life companies. 

It is clearly in the public interest 
that life companies should lie allowed 
to consolidate, il thereby, a company 
may l>e built strong enough to draw 
to itself the business that now goes 
out of Kentucky and amounts an- 
nually to over 16,000,000. Still 
greater is the public interest in the 
formation of a company, not only 



terest rates, aud the i 
crease of business it will stimulate. 
That wav lies pros[>erity for our 
people. Senate Bill No. 23 stands 
in its way. The General Assembly 
should remove it by defeating the 
bill. 

Sdnate Bill No. 68 and House Bill 
No. 45 are aids to prosperty. The 
General Assembly should advance it 
by enacting these bills into law.

MAKING A WINEGLASS. 

!t Takaa Many Proctssrs and tha Work 
of Four Man. 
The making of a wineglass is a 

fascinating eight to watch and a 
revelation to many. It requires tha 
services of four men. and the proc- 
esses are numerous. Inserting his 
hollow iron blow pipe into the mouth 
of one of the pots or crucibles, the 
blower collects sulliciont "metal" to 
form the howl of n wineglass. 

This metal is a lump of hot, soft 
material and is, of course, molten 
glass. It is made from white sand, 
red lead, refined ash and raltpeter 
mixed in certain proportions, and 
then it has been resolved into mol- 
ten glass, technically known as 
metal. The lump of material on 
the end of the pipe is rolled to and 
fro on a polished table to obtain the 
desired smoothness and evenness of I 
sur face.
